Lo.vjjo.v, July S. — Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain provided royalty with anew aen- 
sation on Wednesday. Wishing to have 
an overwhelming social show, Mr. 
Chamberlain took tbe late Sir Julian 
Goldflcbmid'a big house at Piccadilly 
and invited 2,000 guests to the banquet 
and reception following it, all of wliom 
apparently accepted, resulting in the 
greatest crush thiit London remembers. 
The Etulden bringing of eight or nine 
hundred carriages into Piccadilly quite 
upeet the jiolico and made an intermin- 
able jam, in the raidat of which the 
Prince and Princess of Wales drove up 
James street. The Prince, finding the 
police unable to, clear the way, ordered 
his coachman to drive back to Marl- 
borough HouEe, and for, the first time in 
their lives their Highneea' progress to 
honor a commoneir was barred; 

Inside the houae the crush, was terri- 
ble. Mr. and Mrs. Ohamberlain vainly 
tried to edge their way to tbe foot of the 
ataira.in order to receive the Prince ai d 
Princeaa of Wales, and Mra. Ohambei- 
lain's chagrin at the failure of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales to arrive was very 
evident, and made worae by the con- 
dolences of the many present, who, 
wishing to go on to tiie reception of tho 
Karl and Countess of Derby, were abac* 
lutely unable to leave the premises, ts 
the contioued arrivals for a long time 
prevented ingress and egress. Hun- 
dreds were unable to get in 'at all, and 
the Duke and Ducheaa of Yorlc were 
obliged to make their exit by way of 
the kitchen and steps.

A Great Scheme Presented by the Arch-

Every bishop 
haa more invitations of hcsjjitality than 
he can accept, and tlie same is the case 
with invitations to preach. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury raceived them 
all most cordially and influences by tlie 
whileaale, as reported in the press, are 
being brought to bear in favor of the 
Archbiahopof Canterbury'agreatacheme 
to obtain tbe adhesion of all colonials, 
and all Americans if possible, to such an 
acknowledgment of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury's headship ot the Church of 
England and the offshoots as to practic- 
ally permit him, in a large measure, to 
control the internal afi'airs of such 
churches. The idea finds but little favor 
with tire I'll ittdrttateffbishops, but some 
of the colonial bishops warmly advocate 
it. The question id probably too broad 
u one to be decided offhand. 



A DISPLAY OF FORCE 

Suggested as the Best Argument lor the 
Mohammedans in India. 

Calcutta, July 3. — News from Shin- 
pore is again diequieting. Hundreds of 
M diairiniedans are congregating at 
prayer in the mosijiic where the original 
dispute arose and led to the disturbances 
on Wednesday and Thursday. The riot- 
lag grew out of the growing practice of 
the Mohammedans of seizing and refus- 
ing to pay rent for certain so-calleil 
mnsi|ues, built contrary to the tenets of 
the Mohammedan religion, on theground 
of belonging to infidels. The demolition 
of a mud lnit, one of the so-called 
mosques, led to the outbreak. There is 
a etrong feeling in favor of making an 
imposing display of military force, and 
it is suggested that the authoritiea 
should parade all the troopa of the neigh- 
borhood through the dieaffected cen- 
tres. 



UUNUKEI) THOUSAND STRIKERS. 

The Trouble About Coal Miners' Wages 
Will Put That Many Out of Work. 

Si iiisd Yai.licv, 111., July 3. —The 
strikers of this region have voted unani« 
moualy to obey the order of the National 
Board of the United Mine Workers of 
America to mine no more coal after July 
i. All the employes whoso wages riae 
and decline when tlie wageaof tlie miner 
are nfl'ected have also been aeked to come 
out. This puta a aerious aspect upon 
the situation, for if the mines lie idle 
without the constiint attention of the 
liapperH it would not take long for them 
to cave in. The niinera have had their 
wages reduced nearly Ijfty per cent, in 
the past four year.", and seventy-live 
cents a day ia alioiit the average pay. 

St. l.iinis, .Inly 3. — The preaidenta of 
several big coal companiea having head- 
quarters here have gone to their mines 
in Illinois and M.'saouri to look into the 
situation, Tne couaenaus of opinion 
among tbe operators is that the strike 
will be a long one, and as a result the 
price of coal \vill advance, though not at 
once. 

Ti:i!iii: Haite, Ind,, July 8. — Presi- 
dent Knight, of District No. 11, United 
.Mine Workera of America, officially con- 
lirms the news of tbe miners' strike. 
His estimate of the number of men who 
will be involved is about 100,000. Mr. 
Knight aaya that the object ot the strik- 
ers ia to clear the markets and enable the 
operators to pay living wages to their 
men. 



Lo.N-noN, July 3.— The outburst of an- 
ti-Englieh feeling in the native preee, 
bjth of Bengal and Bombay, for mon'tiiB 

past has had the outcome which might 
h.ive been expected, in the outrages at 
Poonah and the rioting at Chitpore. 
Though there is no douljt that the im- 
mediate cause of the outbreak is th« 
enei^jr^with which, the local autj^oritica 
have been 'atamping otit'''thiB' iinbohic 
plague, sometimes necessitating inter- 
ference with the social relations, cus- 
toms and traditions of the nativea, but 
the diaaflection could not have become 
acute except for the activity and mali- 
cious aceusationa of nnacrupulous agi- 
tators who incited fanatics to vengeance' 
against indivitluala and to revolt against 
the goveniinent. 

One of the.ie newspaper.s, a fair sam- 
ple, said : " The plague authoritiea are 
simply butchers who are torturing and ■ 
haraaaing the people of Poonah, in tho 
name of sanitary science. If matters aro 
not put right soon the Ecenea of ISA? are 
likely to be re-witneeaed there, as neithet- 
the Hindoos nor Mohammedans will 
tolerate the persecution of their wives 
and' children for any length of (ime. 
It is the misfortune of the people that 
the honor, religion ' and modesty o£ 
women,, safe even under Mogal role, 
should be violated under the ehughteEfed 
English government. We wpn'cter'Why'> 
no notice ia taken of the sliameful doings 
ot tlie soldiera in Poonah. They are, 
perliapa, secrotly instigated b}' t fie gov- 
ernment to 'do these things in retaiia- 
tion for the tortures once inflicted upon 
I'Jurojjeana by TantiaTopi, and to puuiak 
the capital of Deccan for taking the lead 
in nil public agitations. Let us hop« 
the government will take heed and, 
mend its ways, lest disastrous conse- 
quences ensue." 

Other newspapers of India openly ad- 
vocate armed: f^st^tance, to the aearch. 
parties. JNeedlesH^toiliyi^Jihe. chargea^^^ 
are false. AH the aearca. parties v'wb<>' 
volunteered for the dangerous plaigne 
duty have been under the striCteBt; (^n* 
trol, and have always been accompanied 
by othcers of tried ability. The death of 
Commissioner Rand, who was shot by 
concealed nativea while leaving tho Gov- 
ernor's reception on Jubilee evening, at 
the time Lieutenant Ayerst, of tho com- 
missariat corps, was killed, has added 
to the bitternees of feeling in Poonah. 
There is reason to believe that the wave 
of Mohammedan treason is caused by 
the successful and unpunished atrociticu 
in .'Vrtnenia spreading to the masaui- 
mans of India. 

There is no reaeon to fear for the Em- 
pire, as the white garrison is atrouj,', 
numbering 7,000 men, but there is rea- 
Bon to fear a succession of local out- 
breaks demanding aanguinary reprea- 
aion. The situation seems to call for 
vigorous action, and the prompt luousiircj 
of the Bombay government in proclaim- 
ing Poonah diaaffected and occupying 
the city by a punitive police force, the 
cost of whicli— amounting to a lac and it 
half of rupees for a year — will be levied 
on a certain section of the native com- 
munity, meets with general approval. 

Replying to a question in the Housa 
of Commons, Lord Georce Hamilton, 
tho aecretary of state for India, said tha 
government was fully alive to the 
gravity of tho caee and meant to act 
promptly. The whole question of in- 
culcating sedition through the vernacu- 
lar press will be revived. 

In connection with this serious news 
from India conies the disturbing iu- 
formation from Afghanistan to the elfect 
that the Anicer has hastily summoned 
all the inlluential jMoUiiIis throughout 
the country to a meeting, aa he wiahcHto 
consult them on imiiortant matters cou- 
cerning lalam. Tliia is believed to bj 
connected with tho recent annouuce- 
meiit that the .'-^ultaii has sent a special 
(uivoy with instruct ions to agitate for a 
general revival of Jalamiam. 

Mr. Chamberlain All Right. 

Lo.vDO.N, July 3.— It is underatood that 
Mr, Henry Labouchere will make an in- 
dividual report on the subject of th»s 
Tranavaal raid, strongly censuring Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes, but admitting that the 
conduct of Mr. .Joseph Ohamberlain had 
been perfectly straightforward.

Sensational Story of One Result oi; the New 
" "I V ' Law Respecting Company 
Licenses. 

RossL.VND, B.C., July 3.— A special to 
the Miner from Grand Forks, dated 1 
a.m. to-day, says: The first of July waa 
a day of unparalleled excitement here. 
There is no telling what will develop. 
E.'ccitement runs high over the more or 
less successful jumpineof the Volcanic, 
Iron Cap, Wolverine and Coin claim, in 
which the most prominent men of the 
city are implicated. There have been 
personal encounters, horseback races, 
wild buggy drives and the excitement 
has not vet reached its highest. 

It ia charged that Mayor Manly, of 
Grand Forks, among some others, con- 
spired to let the title of the Volcanic and 
ajoining claims expire by failure to take 
out the license required under the new 
act, and then re-stake the claims. Tliia 
waa done by Chas. Cummings, manager 
of the Grand Forka Townsite Company. 
The principal stockholders In the Vol- 
canic (Olive Ohmpany), outside the loca- 
tor, " Crazy " Brown, were Chicago 
capitalist, but one or two Grand Forks 
citizens had several thousand dollars 
invested. 

Nela Larson, one of theae, waa got out 
of the way by sending him to examine 

properties in Eureka camp. Another of 
these. Dr. Avenll, is now speeding to- 
wards Midway to got out a license, Gold 
Cjinmiaaiouer Laiiibly havipg expressed 
tlie opinion that July 1, being a legal 
holiday, 21 hours' grace would e.xtend 
the time for obtaining lisceuses to mid- 
night of July 2.

All kinds of stock were drowned, 
farm-houaea were wrecked, and hun- 
dredaof farmers are on ti e verge of ruin.

llailetones penetrated slates, tiles and 
corrugated iron, and killed thousands of 
head of game. One hailstone picked up 
measured inches in circumference.

MEDALS FBOM THE PRINCE. 

The Colonial Troops Receive Souvenirs 
From the Hand of His Royal 
Highness. 

LdNDON, July 3. — The Prince of Wales 
to-day inspected the colonial trooiis at 
Buckingham Palace and bestowed a 
medal commemorative of the jubilee up- 
on each man present. The entire force 
passed the I'riiice in single file. Arriv- 
ing in front of the Prince, and several 
paces away, the colonial aoldiers saluted 
singly, and then turned towards the 
Prince, advanced, halted in front of him, 
saluted again and received the medal. 
The medals of theofiScera are silver, and 
those given the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates bronze. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony the 
Prince of Wales called for three cheers 
for the Queen. They were tiven in the 
heartiest manner possible. 

The Prince of Wales, Princess Chris- 
tian, Duchess of Counaught, I'rincess 
Victoria of .Schleawigli-Holstein, all the 
colonial premiers, iiichuling .Sir Wilfred 
I.aurier, Premier of Canada, -Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Duke of Connauglit, 
Lord Woleeley and Lord lioberts, were 
among those present. 

During the presentation of the medals 
the Prince of Wales held a reception be- 
neath a great elm tree in front of the 
terrace. All the colonial premiers and 
and their wives and daughters were 
separately mtroduced to the Princess, 
who received them most cordially. 

TURKEY AND GREECE. 

Peace Negotiations Do Not Make Much Pro- 
gress, and llie Sultan Profits by 
the Delay. 

A'l'mc.v-, .luly y. — A pessimisti(! view 
of tlie negotiations for peace between 
Turkey and (ireece is taken here, and j 
even the resumption of hostilities in the 
near future ia regarded as poaaible. It 
is staled in such an event that King 
George will take command of the Greek 
troops. 

CoNSTA.NTixoi'i.i;, July .5. — The delay 
in the peace negotiations between 
Greece and Turkey is crt^ating appre- 
hension, and a HrralMi-il relation is the 
result. Everything teuda to show that 
the .Sii iiaii is desirous of gaining time, 
and theri-lu lie hopes for a disagreement 
among the powers, in order to allow 
the excitement iimong the MoFiamme- 
dans to ealm down bef.ire yielding. The 
powers, however, remain united, and 
are apparently deterniined not to yieid 
anytliing but a strategic reetilication of 
the frontier. 

The ([ueHtion most discMniseil in poli- 
tical (■ireles is whether, in event <if the 
contumacy of Turkey, the powers 
should proceed to coerce her, and it is 
not lielieved they could now be brought 
to act in unison on this point. The pre- 
valent opinion, however, is that the Sul- 
tan will finally yield.

LoNnoN, July 3. — General Nelson A. 
Miles, U.SA., has been a disturbing ele- 
ment to his hosts. The government pro- 
vided rooniB, servantH and carriages at 
the Hotel Alpxniidra for Rear Admiral 
J. N. Miller, U.S.N., and (ieneral Miles, 
but the invitation wag not extended to 
their wives. General Miles arrived first 
with his wife and occupied both rooms, 
leaving Admiral Miller the room which 
the court oflicials intended for the ser- 
vants accompanying both oflicers. Ad- 
miral Miller thereupon declined to re- 
main at the hotel and repaired to the 
lodgings where bis family waa inatailed 
The court oflicials were greatly distress 
td, and wished to take a suit of rooms at 
the Victoria hotel for Admiral Miller 
but the latter declined.

THE TOWER OF BABEL. 



Everybotiy is familiar with tlio story 
of Babel, and witUout imiuiring too 
closely into its accuracy we must all 
sdmit that the divemty of languages 
calls for some explanation. Tliis diver- 
mty is, iiuleed, not so Kreat as appears 
upon the aurfaco, for close investigation 
shows that the dillerenuo between the 
Jangiiages spoken by the Caucasian race 
ia not nearly ao radical as was formerly 
Buppoeed. Xlie similarity does not end 
here* for in almost every tongue spoken 
by mankind words occur which seem to 
Lave been derived from the same 
original. These may be the result of 
intercourse. We need not go far 
irom home to find illustrations 
of bow the introduction, of arti- 
cles and practices of foreign nations 
l)ringa with it new words. Perhaps no 
iiiore striking instance of the manner in 
which a language is enriched can be 
cited than by the word " Siwash." This 
word has not yec found its way into the 
dictiouariea, but it ought to be found 
there, for it has a recognized meaning 
aind is not slang. It is hardly necessary 
t'y remind anyone that it came from the 
»ench saamge through the medium of 
Gbioook. Another curious instance is 
alTorded by the word " redingote," the 
nime of an article of ladies apparel, not 
Bi> faahionable now as it used to be. We 
borrowed tiie name with the fashion from 
the French ; but they borrowed it from 
tlie Eagliab, for a redingote was 
■imply a Frenchified riding coat 
Tde word "canteen" has been cited as 
e:cam|>le of the same sort; but impro- 
pirly ao. "Canteen'' comes Irom the 
Italian through tha French, cantiiia 
moaning a small cellar, hence a atore- 
Iiaaaa for provisions for soldiers. Natu- 
xmlly enough, when soldiers were 
•qiaippei with small tins to carry food 
Bad drink, the articles were' called can- 
teens. The French borrowed the article 
and the name, and aa a canteen was a 
till can, the idea sug;je8ted itself to 
more than one writer that this was ttie 
oriiriu of tlie name. 

Max MuUer deals in one of hia essays 
with language aa a key to the early his- 
tory of mankind. One illuscratiou will 
Buflice. He fiads that in a very great 
variety of languages the common cat 
hns siibatantiivlly the same name, 
irom ' which ho ar^uo.'i that at 
one time the ancustor.s of the 
races speaking these langiiai;eH lived 
together and kept cats. This ))roof of 
the antiquity of " the hailnless, neces- 
■ary cat " is all the more interesting 
when we consider the position of puss 
in the animal kingdom. Centuries of 
domesticity have not changed the 
iiaughty spirit of the cat. She is as 
quick to resent an injury to-day as is 
her wildest cousin of the forest. On the 
contrary, the dog, which is commonly 
ciUcd the nobler animal of the two, is 
ready to lick the hand that strikes him. 

A recent investigator who writes in 
the Fortnightly Review has been atudy- 
baby talk, not the gibberish that 
inother;! talk to babies, but the way in 
which babies express themselves. 
"VVbether his discoveries arc of value 
may bo an ojien question, but they are 
at least amusing, and as they relate to 
n crop that never— or hardly ever 
• — fails, almost any one can jjursuo 
tbe'study ad lihilma. The first artiini- 
latc sound which a baby makes, says 
this iuvestiyator, ia " ah-goo," which ho 
ref^anlg as simply an oxpreasiou ot con- 
tentment, and proceeds to the next. He 
thus breaks down at the threshold of 
bis study and misses a fine lesson in the 
foundation of language. Ah-goo may be 
eimplv an oxpresaion of contentment. 
35iit v, ilh what has baby to be content? 
S.iiii<ly with existence.^ Hence ah-goo 



is universal babylanguagefor saUsfacUon 
in the simple fact that the ah-goo-er is. 

The Latin race centuries ago realized 
this, and from the baby's ah-goo made 
the words et;o, from which the Englith 
speaking race gets egoist, egotist, and eo 
on. And can anyone suggest a more con- 
summate egotist than the baby proclaim- 
ing its ah-goo in token of its absolute 
contentment with the fact that it exists? 

Our investigator passes from the lirat 
articulate sound of the baby to the sec- 
ond, which is caused by the opening of 
the lips and the forcible ejection of the 
breath, the result being the sound of 
" Ma," which ia primarily a call for the 
only need of which a baby is conscious, 
namely, food. An association of ideas 
makes baby confound what it wants 
with the source from which its wants 
are supplied, and hence Ma becomes the 
name for mother, and so wo get the Lat- 
in mater, the English mamma, mater- 
nal and a host of other words. " Da," 
we are told, is the third sound and is in- 
dicative that baby wishes to attract at- 
tention. Our investigator, who seems 
to have a fine ear for nice dis- 
tinctions in sound, says that some 
babies say "pa" instead of "da," 
and sometimes the consonant sound is 
very indistinct. In this third artieulute 
word he finds the origin of pater, pater- 
nal, dad, daddy, father and ao on. 

Having realized that it exists and how- 
to expreaa its satisfaction thereat, hav- 
ing aacertained that when it ia hungry 
its mother will come in response to a cer- 
tain cry, aud that if it simply wants to 
attract attention it can db so with lesa 
effort, for it is easier to say '* da " than 
" ma," the baby next makes a discovery 
that there are unpleaaant things in this 
world, and thia makes it angry. All 
animals that have canine teeth draw up 
their lips at the side when angry. Baby 
has, or will have, canine teeth and when 
anything annoys it the lips go up at the 
side and the breath comes out with the 
sound of " kah." The Greeks knew this 
and so they made the word " kakos," 
which means " bad," from which comes 
a host of words in dill'erent languages 
that borrowed from the Clreek, and 
among them the new English word 
kakistocracy, which means the direct 
opposite of aristocracy. 
All the aforegoing may not have any 



POLITICAL AHTRONOMY'. 

The discovery of the planet Neptune 
was one of the greatest marvels of as- 
tronomy. Most people know' about it. 
The perturbations iu the orbit of Uranua 
showed that there must be another 
planet circling in apace beyond it, so the 
astronomers calculated where it ought to 
bo, aud two observers, far apart from 
each other, directed their telescopes to 
tbo point, and lo, there it was. Our 
esteemed friend of the News-Advertiser 
is evitfently under the impression that 
what holds good in astronomy also holds 
good in politicB, and that the recent per- 
turbation in the [lolitical orbit of 
Hon. D. W. liiggiiia ia to bo 
explained by the fact that lurking 
in the pigeon-boles of the clerk of the 
legislature is a resignation of the ofRce 
and emoluments of the Speakership. Wo 
fear that our Vancouver contemporary 
ia mistaken. Like many a man before 
it, the iVows-Advertiser has deceived it- 
self into supposing that a thing ia be- 
cause it ought to be. From certain indi- 
cations the existence of gold in quartz 
may be inferred, from other indications 
more of what a witty friend from Koot- 
oiiay calls sulphide of assessments may 
lie looked for ; but when it comes to i)oli- 
tics it ia safe to infer only what you 
know, and it will do no harm to bu a 
little doubtful about that. From present 
indications the planet Higgins, to re- 
turn to the astronomical simile, in 
quitting its orbit seems to have violated 
all traditions, rules, precedents and so 
on. It haa gone oil' on a tangent of its 
own, which has already been prolonged 
far enough to show that it will go clear 
past the system which revolves around 
Mr. Semlin. Astronomers tell us that 
there are bodies in space which are ap- 
parently sort of celestial Roderick Ran- 
doms.

" I can tell you of a new industry that 
would be of immense profit to British 
Columbia," said Dr. \V. W. Walkem, 
M. P. P., yesterday. "It is not generally 
known, but it is true nevertheless, that 
the waters of this coast near at hand 
teem with what ia known to eon\raerce 
as becho de mor, or holothuria, as the 
scientilic name baa it. Other names 
under which this marine animal ia 
known are sea-slug, sea-cucumber and 
trepang. They are long-looking slugs, 
shaped something like a cucumber or a 
sauaage, and red in color. The catching 
of these forms a very extensive an(l 
lucrative trade, from the coast of Asia to 
New Holland, and engages a largo num- 
ber of proas and divers, Lascars ))rinci- 
pally. The divers bring them up from 
the bottom of the sea, and then they are 
prepared for the Ohinese market princi- 
pally. These curious specimens of ani- 
lual'life are much esteemed by the Chi- 
nese, who use them in the preparation 
of Boups and pay a very high price for 
them. 

" What drew my attention to the fact 
that Britisli Colum!)ian waters were the 
home of the beche de nier was that in 
dredging over an oyater bed near Cortez 
island niy trawl brought up over -100 
pounds of these slugs, and I noticed on 
looking over some scientilic reports how 
valuable they were as an article of com- 
merce. Now here is a great chance for 
someone of enterprise to make money. 
Why, do you know that to-day there are 
Japanese on Pender island who have 
caught and cured several hundred 
pounds, that they are going to ship to 
.\aia? There is no difhculty about 
dredging them up, for they can be found 
all round the island coast and between 
liero and the Mainland." 

A little imiuiry among the Chinese 
yesterday afternoon brought out tho fact 
that not only is the beche de mer much 
esteemed by them, but that they are 
imported here from China and coat as 
high there as $15 a pound. The 
Chinese call them boy sum, or heart of 
the ocean. 

The hoy sum are prepared 
for market by splitting the animal up 
the side, then boiling it, and afterwards 
drying, pre&sing and smoking the 
creature. 

As Dr. Walker says here is the chance 
for someone to make money, and in fact 

a few years ago a man made enquires as 
to whether the beche de mer was a 
native of these waters, his intention be- 
ing to go into the business of catching 
and preparing them for export, but he 
was told there were none, and so went 
away again.

Mr. Tingley Gives Place to 
Eastern Contractors. 



Brief History of This Enterprise 
Wliicli Rm ^\iMy Jtaudkd 
Cariboo's Golden Millions. 



Yesterilay aaw tlie com]>letion of a 
doal which mirka another mile post ii\ 
the hiatory of the development of the in- 
terior. Tlie eschiuige of puptjrB toolj 
place in this city by which Mr. S. Tiug- 
lej, the proprietor of the British Oolum- 
bia Express Company fcransferred to 
ileaara. Charles Miller and James Kil- 
gonr, of Toronto, his interest in that well 
known forwarding biisincdg in tlie Cari- 
boodistrict. With thiaexpreagooinpany is 
bound up much of the unwritten record 
of the great placer gold fields of that 
-world famed district. 

It was in the year 1862 that alone and 
on foot late F, J. fiarnard started 
ont from Yale, the head of navi^tation on 
the Fraaer, carrying on his back the ex- 
pres.s matter whicli formed the first 
iransaction in the buaineaa of the con- 
cern wliich j'caterday changed hands and 
■which from tlio date of the departure of 
' its first ineaaengur 35 years inxo luia 
maintained ita ro^ular beats bact; and 
forth, tirat from Yiiie and latterly from 
Ashcroft and tlie mining cutnpa around 
UarkcrviUe. In ita ciistoily liave been 
brought down from the gold Hold tlio 
many millions of dollars which form the 
historic output of golden Cariboo. 

On foot and on pack mules the service 
of the express, then known as " Bar- 
nards Express " continued over the 
trails and bridle paths vhich consti- 
tuted ttie then oialy means of communi- 
cation between the hardy miners in the 
wilds of the interior and their base of 
supply in the lower canyon of the 
Fraser, until the trunk wagon road was 
constructed. When this great public 
work waa undertaken little by little the 
pack mules gave place to two horee 
wagons which followed in the wake of 
Iho construction gange. 

On the completion of this road in ISO 1, 
a regular line of four-horee stage 
coaches was started, and with all the 
npa and downs of the country this mode 
of conveyance haa been continued ever 
since. 

In 1877 Meaare. Barnard A Co., the 
tate James Hamilton and S. Tingley 
having been previously admitted as 
partners, iounded a joint stock company, 
the entire stock of which, in I8S7, was 
transferred to Mr, Tingley, who since 
then has been sole proprietor. 

The present transfer includes all the 
coaches, sleighs, harness, etc., and 50 
head of horses and it is understood to 
be the iatention of the new projrletors 
to lease the old stables and most of the 
l)uflinea3 promiees of the former owner. 

In all probability Mr. Tingley will 
continue to manage the business 
and Messrs. Miller and Kilgour 
hava asked that he use his influence 
with the present staff of employes to re- 
tain them in their present positions, in 
which, as is readily seen, experience 
counts for so much. 

Although very reticent as to details, 
it was quite evident that Mr. TloKley is 
wp 1 pleased with the results of the ne- 
gotiations 'which were completed yes- 
terday. 

CANADIAN TRADE. 

Brad6treet's Reports Keen Competition But 
Little Reduction ot Stocks on Hand. 

!Nkw York, July 3. — Bradatreet's re- 
view of Canadian trade saya : " There is 
no change in general trade in the Cana- 
dian Dominion, features being compe- 
tition and a demand which does not re- 
duce stocks on hand. Crops in C^uebec 
are late. Tiiere liaa been a moderate 
trade in the province of Ontario, but 
shipments of wool and lumber to the 
United States continue heavy. Large 
shipments of produce from Prince Ed- 
ward Island to Great Britain and the 
West Indies are announced. 

There have been 1,074 business fail- 
ures reported Ironi the Duininion of 
Canada during tho past six monthe, 110 
less than in tlie firai half of last year, 
with aggregate liabilities amounting to 
$7,618,000, a decrease of Hl)out7 percent. 

Dun's review of Canadian trade saya: 
" Victoria reports tliat wlioleaale trade 
for the half-year coinparua well witli 
tliat of ISi.Hi, a decided increase being 
shown in BOiDU cases owing tu tho min- 
ing district. Tlie g( neral distribution ia 
well up to the average ia dry goods and 
groceries, though more ({uiet in hard- 
ware and shoes, retailers complaining of 
dukeas." 



TIIIED OF LIFE. 

A Disgusted Young Engllsbman Succeeds 
in Sccoiul Attempt at Suicide. 

Fort '\Vili,i.\m, July 2, — (Special) — 
The younp; JCnglishman, W. H. Lap- 
tliorne, who atteinpted suicide at the 
Windsor hotel last Wednesday night by 
hanging, threw himself into the Kainin- 
ifltiquia otr tho coal dock at West Fort 
William at o'clock last night and was 
drowned. Lapthorne arrived here last 
Saturday by boat, appearing to be quite 
right in his mind, but evidently with 
something bothering him.

A By-Law 

TO AMEND THE "REVENUE BY-LAW, 
.1893.'.' . , 



T^HBREAS, It is expedient to 'amend the 

^' "Revenue fly.^jw, 1893"; 

Therefore the Mimldpnl Council of the Cor- 
poratlon of the City ot Victoria enaots as fol- 
lows:— 

1. Section 1 ol the " Keveiiuo By-I.aw, lf93," 
is hereby aniendod by adding thereto, nt tlie 
end thereof, the followinK words: "I'rovlded, 
nUvayK, that no ollleor, iion-commlsDloned 
olllcer, Buniier. privulc, or mcmlicr of any corps 
ill the I'rovlnco of British Columbia, of the 
active militia force of Canada, eerdflod by the 
oflUer coiiimauUlng the corps to which Biich 
militiamau belongs or is attnchcd as belu(?elllc- 
lent, shall bo liable to pay sneh roiid Uix " 

^. Section 12 of Sehedule A of faid by-liui- is 
liurehy repenled, and tho tollowin^' enacted in 
lieu thereof : 

"12. ICvery jieri-on who, eillier on his own 
h:liaH or HH iiKeiit for miollier or others, SellB, 
solicits, or takeh order.s for tile eale, by retail, of 
goods, wares, or laercliaudlKO to be BDpplied or 
furnished by any person or firm doing bUBlness 
outside of the municipality, $50 for every six 
mouths." 

a. Section 11 of said .'Schedule A is hcieby re- 
pealed, and tho lollowiiiK eiuieiea in Hen 
thereof: 

"11. From the proprietor, le.'hee, or manager 
of any theutie, eoiieert hall, or other place of 
umuHeinent, eiitertni.umont, or exhibition, ac- 
cording to the seating- capacity of such theatre, 
concert hall, or othor place of amuBement, 
CDtortainmeat, or exhibition, allowing twenty- 
two Inches for one seat, the amountH following 

"(I.) For every sueli place seating 11(110 hun- 
dred and seventy -live persons or more, J.'iOO.OO 
for one year, or ?IO().ro for three monilis, or 
f50 00 ffir Olio month, or ri.W) for one day: I'ro 
vided, liowever, thai no proprietor, les.see, o 
manager of any siieh place shall be rciiulred to 
pay, in resjieet of .sneh exhibitions, sums, In 
the uggregaie, greater than the sum of liO.OO 
per mouth for each such place: 

"(2.) For every such place seating less than 
niuo hundred and Beventy-llvo person^, th 
amounts following:— $203 00 lor one year, or 
175.00 for three months, or I30.OO for one month, 
or |5 00 for one day : Provided, however, Unit 
no proprietor, lessee, or manager of auj tnch 
lest-inentioned place shall be required to pay 
In respect ot tnch exhibitions, sums, iu tho ag 
gregate, greater than tho sum Of ^OO per 
moutli for each such place: 

" (3.) I'or every such place seating less than 
foar hundred penouf, the amounts following:— 
flOO.GO for one year, ^.00 for six months, 130.00 
for three months, or 15.00 for one dty: I'ro 
vlded, however, that no proprietor, lessee, or 
manager of any such last-mentioued place shall 
hi required to pay, in respect of such cxliibl- 
tlona, .sums, in the aggre,jflle. greater than the 
sum of f-'O.OO per month lor each such place: 

" All lIcenccB Issued under the provisions of 
this section shall be known and designated as 
" Theatre Licences," but no licence shall bo 
reiiuired in respect of any exliibUion, concert 
or other entertainment for the benefit of any 
church, sohopl, or hospital, or any charitable 
entertainments by any amateur dramatic as- 
sociation or literary society " 

1. Section 30 of the said Schedule A U hereby 
repealed, and the following enacted In lieu 
thereof: — 

" £0. From every person following, within the 
muuicipaiuy, any trade, occupation, or calling 
not hereinbeifore enumerated, or Who enters 
into or carries on any contract or agreement to 
perform any work or furnish any materials, 
$5.00 for every six months; Provided, always 
that DO person employed as a journeyman, or 
for wages only, and not employing any other 
person or persons, or not having a regular 
place of business, .shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of this eectlon." 

5. "The Revenue By-Law Amendment By-Law 
ISUI, " is hereDy repealed, and the foUowlBg 
section ia hereby substituted for the Eectlon 
substituted by the last.mentioned by-law for 
aection 7 of the " Revenue By-Law, I8US," and 
shall form part of the " Kevonue By-Law 
18'j;i":— 

"7. Tlie procedure for enforclDK seclioiis 2 
and ;) of this by-law, and the schedule referred 
to therein, shall be those prescribed by tho 
"iMunlelpnl t;iauses Act, ISliO." In all other 
cases, every person wlio is giillly of an infinc- 
tlon of any of the provisions of this 
bylaw shall, upon conviction thereof 
iu a summary manner before the 
Police Magistrate or any Justice of the 
l'-:aeo having jurisdiction in the said city, be 
liable lorevery such olTence, and shall forfeit 
and pay a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
and coBt»; and If Buob penalty and costs he not 
paid forthwith, or witblu sueli period as sueli 
i'oilee Magistrate or Justice may n). point, tlio 
same may be levied liy dlstre^.« and sale of tho 
goods and chattel.^ of llie ollender, and in de- 
fault of siulleient distress the oli'ender may be 
imensoiieil, with or willioiii hurd labor, for 
any term not exeeediiig llilrty day,.., unless 
such penally and costs, including the costs of 
the committal and conveyonee to the common 
gaol or loclc-up house, ere sooner paid."

HEAB/rS( CqURAG^E^^ 

Or a Tribute to '^tiie Pioneers of Canada. 

When the Jiardy iiioneere who came 
from ttie " old country " by whicli they 
menQt Engluud, ijcotlitnil ,pr Ireland iia 
the cuse inigbt'-beif to 'make^' homeB^ for 
thecnselvea in tbe Oanadian wildernees 
they brought with them stout arms and 
what was In'finitely.better lightsome and 
bruve hearts whiuh'ktiew no diacouraKe- 
ment of toil, and yet loved fun and 
frolic. Amidst all their poverty and 
hardships, and these were not few, their 
heats continued cheerful. 

Lauding from a Miramaohi lumber 
shij) (as it often happened) from a voyaije 
of three months, bulleted by the winds 
and storms of the Alhintic they made 
their way to tlieir several allotments, 
either in Quebec, Ontario, New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia or Prince Edward 
Island. Here in the primeval forest 
they settled with no worldly goods ex- 
cept the barest necessities. An axe 
the weapon of their warfare with 
the forcat, and which their sinewy 
arms could so well wield. A 
hoe for dibbling in their crops — a sack 
of potatoes— a few household utensils. 
Here, rejoicinc in the freedom ol the 
'new world and that they poBBessad a 
farm ol their own, they set to work first 
to clear a small patch and erect a loe 
cabin thereon, which they might call- 
home. These log cabins have loug since 
given place to roomy, spacious and, in 
Bomo instances, elegant dwolliuge, but 
never have they aheltered a braver, 
truer and more jiious folk than did tlie 
little pioneer cottages of the backwoods 
of Canada in the early days of the coun- 
try's development. 

rioneers? They were heroos. This 
was the heroic age of Canada. Insteud 
of their memory being forgotten, their 
descendants — some of whom are illus- 
trious — should see to it that a monu- 
ment be ereuted to their memory. But 
is not this grand, broad and opulent 
Dominion of their descendants their best 
and proudest monument? This was not 
the age of paternalism nor assisted emi- 
gration. These hardy pioneers relied 
upon their own industry and endeavors. 
Hence their sturdy independence, which 
was braced by selt-reliaiice, enabled the 
slock to take deep root and flourish in 
a soil coDgeiiial to its robust nature. 

Haviiii; effected a small clearance, 
charred and unsightly to look upon; 
among the stumps the farmer with his 
family's help planted the crop of pota- 
toes or grain, and tbe virgin soil re- 
sponded to his toil in a generous nnd 
noble harvest ; and eo year aiter year he 
did battle with tlie forest and won from 
it more and more of its everspreuding 
domain until with inQnite toil and pati- 
e j( e beautiful meadoira and fertile glebe 
took tbe place of tlie wilderness, ami 
where formerly waved the lordly forest 
and roved the denizens of the woods 
golden harvests waved antl fair lields 
stretched smilingly to view. These 
were men who asked for a land in which 
they might have a possession and live 
luul by their honest toil and energies 
build up a homo for themselves and 
thi'ir (lesceiuianls. 

If it be true what Dean Swift writes 
In " Gnlliver'a Travels " " that he is the 
true benefactor ot his race wlio makes 
two stalks of corn grow where only one 
grew before," such men as these were 
among the truest benefactors of their 
country Canada has ever seen. 

Nor must those brave men, tbe refugee 
Loyalists who sacriliced homes, lands, 
and all that men hold moat dear, to 
principle, and their loyalty to a united 
Kmpire, be forgotten. They constituted 
no small proportion of tbe pioneers of 
early Canada, to which they brought 
tlieir enterprise, intelligence and love for 
constitutional iiiouarchy. 

'Tis true the lives of these pioneers 
were mostly Ihose of toil, uneventful, 
necessarily so, yet they were not alto- 
gether destitute of enjoyment. Winter 
all'ortled thcni relaxation. Wlieu the 
Btiiiinier had passed with sowing, tilling 
nd reaping, winter brought cessation 
roni work in the lield.s ami leisuro tor 
njoyiuent, when hospitality was ex- 
changed between the neighbors, for as 
yet wealth had not wrought any invidi- 
ous distinction between these simple 
folk, who (vere all on an equality, and 
vv host! lives were marked by rural sim- 
plicity. 

There was also another distinctive 
cliaracteribtic oi the people of those 
primitive Bettlenients, viz : mutual help- 
fulneaa. They were neighborly in the 
trncHt sense of the word, uilling iind 
ready to assist one anolher to the iitmofcl 
of their ability ; and eo wlieii oiiu had 
more work than one pair of hands could 
do he i)Ut into actual practise that home- 
ly adage that " many haiidd make light 
work," and inviting his neighbora to 
what was called a '■ frolic " or a " bee," 
they made work a play time. The lads 
came in the best of good humor and the 
lassies in their best attire in the evening, 
and tiie good man of the bouse gave the 
best cheer his means afforded, and after 
the day's work was over they linished 
svith country dances. 

Their lives were not idylic, nor their 
settlements Arcadian. Far otherwisel 
i'lieirs was a struggle often sutliciently 
severe with nature— a wrestling with 
mother earth to compel her reluctantly 
;<) all'onl them a li\ing. And thus in 
llie bat-liwoodd of Canada they turned 
the primal curse into a present antl a 
future blessing. 

There is another feature in their cliar- 
acter which we must meintion, i.e. their 
cheerfulness. Tlieir laborious toil did 
not niiike them morose. Meeting to- 
gether both young nnd old would sing 
tlieir songs and ballads and dance tlieir 
reels and strathspeys when some village 
Orpheus would set their feet to music 
with his violin, and coupled with this 
i heerfulnesB there dwelt in the hearts 
and iiiinda of these unsophisticated men 
a great reverence for religion. Tlioy 
would come long distaiiceB to church, for 
in thoHc (lays where settlementa were 
miles a|)art and churches few and far 
between only a favored few could possibly 
live in close vicinage to a church. 
Xevertheless neither diatance nor the 
roughness o! the roads deterred 
them from attendance on the 
meana of grace and the preaching 
of the word. Neither wtia Miia the case 
with the young only, aged men, bent 
with years would come long distances to 
church to worship and hear their min- 
ister preacii God's word. If they had 
been less earnest or devout they would 
have allowed the difSculty of attending 
a retisonable excuse for staying away 
altogether. If their oull ok in the world 
was a narrow one, their hopes for futur- 
ity were very bright. In this respect 
they possessed everything. Ami so I 
ulwaya think of them with reverence, and 
never pass "God's acre," where " the 
rude forufathers of the hamlet sleep," 
without ihioltmg what a gooJ comm-nt- 



ary on Grey's Elegy their liwes afTorded. 
And we to-day may learn iiiany useful 
lessons from their homely, trusting, hon- 
est, persevering though circuiusci itied 
and uneventful lives. 

And hast thou H! coiiimeiuonitivo muse. 
No line lor tliQse who toiled in life obscure?

The Prospect of Speedy Aunexatiou 
Gives Satisfaetiou to the 
llawaiiaiis. 



Press and Politicians Unite iu Ee- 
ference.s to " The Natural 
Destiny." 



The news that President MoKinley 
was to send the annexation treaty to the 

Senate of the United States on the IGth 
ofJunewaa received in Honolulu juat 
before the recently ariived Wurrimoo 
touched at that port. To (jnote the Ad- 
vertiaer, the tidings were " aomowhat 
unexpected, but nevertheless welcome. 
From advices received by the Annex- 
ation Club and others by tlie previous 
mail," the Advertiser continues, " it 
was not expected that Hawaiian annex- 
ation would be brought up until after 
the passage of the taritr bill and the ad- 
journment of congress. It now appears 
that the Republican senators who were 
opposed to reciprocity, but in favor of 
annexation, have forced the issue now as 
the only means to (.leleat the rapacioua 
schemes of the sugar trust." Whatever 
the cause ol tiie early presentation of 
the annexation ])rojoct, the Hawaiians 
were delighted, and while a few of the 
more entinisiaatic celebrated with bon- 
fires and band music, a trifle prema- 
turely, the Honolulu preaa united in 
references to the "natural destiny" of 
the islands and assurances of Hawaiian 
loyalty to the Stars and Stripes from the 
moment the government of the I'nited 
States Haw lit to take possesaion. " Af- 
fairs in the infant republic had come to 
such a pass," as one merchant-politician 
explained the situation, " that it was 
simply 8 caseof Japan or America — and 
the people to be gobbled, naturally 
preferred the Great Republic." 

At the Annexation Club's headquart- 
ers there was much joy over the good 
news, fully confirmed in direct tele- 
grams to the club's ofhcer8,nnd the opin- 
ion was freely expressed that Senators 
Nelson, Thurston and Allen were re- 
sponsible for forcing anno.xation to the 
front in order to put a (piietus on the 
sugar questions involved in the tarill' 
bill, anil that there was little doubt that 
the Senate will ratify the treaty in short 
order. Executive ofhcer Brown was de- 
cidedly of the opinion that the President 
would never have sent the treaty to the 
Senate without knowing in advance tfiat 
it would be passed. That the early pas- 
sage of the treaty by the United Slates 
will involve a special sessibn of the H a w- 
aiian legislaturej goes without eayini:. 

The Hawaiian Star, •with true journal- 
istic instinct, had anticipated the im- 
portant news, and several days before 
liad printed an enthusiastic pro-annex- 
ation editorial based upon Mr. Douglas 
Archibald's recent article in the Knglisli 
Illustrated Magazine. " Why Not An- 
nex Hawaii'"' waathe titleof iMr. Archi- 
bald's contribution to the subject, and 
the Star in answering the question said : 

" This journal has always pointed out 
that with regard to annexation to tlie 
United States, now is the time. Xeglect 
the op|jortunity now, and varying inter- 
ests will spring up, and instead of carry- 
ing the islanda' desires towards ttie 
United States, carry them elsewhere. 
Just as there is a tide in the ailaira of 
the individual man, so is there a tide in 
the affairs of nations. At the present 
time the opportunity ofTers for the 
United States to obtain easily and with- 
out ellbrt the mostcommanding position 
in tlie North Pacific ocean. Let that 
opportunity slip and it; may cost years of 
trouble and ijiiantities of blood and 
treasure to obtain what she will some 
day in the future regard as indispensable 
to lier commercial progress and to her 
political ureatnees." 

On the ITtli of .June the same paper 
rettirned to ita tlienie under tlie caption 
"A f.ivelv (yi.ir|)Be." " Sj annexation is 
dead, is it'" it rises to remark. "It 
certainly seems quite a lively corpse. It 
is very evident ttiat the coflin has not 
yet been bought for it and there are in- 
dications that the wood for it has not 
been sawn from the log, and one feela 
somewhat sure that the tree out of 
which that final bit of attire has to be 
conatrupted has not yet got out of the 
sapling stage, even if it has been plauteil 
at all.

policy of the McKinloy administration ia 
to annex the lalanda; of that there is no 
doubt in anyone's mind. There never 
should have been ; for annexation was 
foreshadowed in the Republican plat- 
form, and it was well known that the 
personnel of the cabinet was 8troii);ly in 
favor of the move. Secretary Alger's 
words, uttered a couple of mouths or so 
ago, were straight from the shoulder. 
He said, ' We want your Islands— we 
must have them;' and we may rest as- 
sured that the United Slates will have 
them. 

"The card that the Royalists ot the 
islands have played in getting the ex- 
Queen to go to Waahin^ton, has liad no 
influence upon the main ieane. That 
lady, in a private way, haa seen ii num- 
ber of people, and aome to whom a i;ar- 
bled account of the brief year of her 
reign has been given, have sympathized 
with her, but the bearing of tlio visit 
uj)on the real march of events has been 
abaolutelv nil. Through the writiuga of 
iutereated peraons, a feeling ia kept up 
here that the ex-tlueen is, by her pres- 
enee, accomplishing something, and, the 
wiiih being father to the thought, a cer- 
tain number believe what they read, and 
try to make others believe, but it is an 
empty hope, and it would be Ijetter and 
wiser' for these blind leaders of the blind 
to face events aa they are and prepare to 
meet the inevitable, and what will prove 
for them the best and most eatiafactory 
issue of eventa. 

" Tlie lime has come in the lii.story of 
the United States when she must reaidi 
out in order to maintain her prestige for 
the fulute, and iier slatesinen under- 
atand it. They fully reali/.e the iiiiinense 
power that her ever increaaiiig riiillioiis 
of individuals and billiona upon billions 
of wealth must exercise upon tlio future 
historv of the world. The modest At- 
lantic' seaboard and attention to the de- 
velopment of their own aH'aira suited the 
original thirteen states, but what suited 
them does not suit that iminenao slate 
which stretches from the Atlancic to the 
Pacific and from the Canadian border to 
the Gulf of Mexico. As well might a 
multi-millionaire citizen of a town or 
state remain in his humble little cottage 
and take no part in municipal or state 
atlairs. With wealth, come tlie duties of 
wealth, and the multi-millionaire who, 
in his early days simply minded 
his own little aflairs, has to take 
an interest in the aHaira-at-largc of 
his fellow citizens. With power, comes 
the duties of power, and it ia the duty of 
the United States to prepare herself for 
the great destiny, for the mighty figure 
she w'U have to sustain in the great life 
drama that will be played in the Pacific 
Occiin. 

" Among the preparations, undoubt- 
edly, the annexation of these ialaiuls, 
small aa they are, is one of the most im- 
portant. The fact is now fully realiy.ed 
by the United States statesmen and an- 
nexation will now come as surely as the 
needle ever points to the pole. There 
have been many doubts, but there are 
doubts no longer. Before another year 
rolls its course throuijh the months, the 
Stars and Stripes will float over the exe- 
cutive building and Hawaii will lie an 
integral part of the greatest republic tlio 
world has ever seen." 

The papers above quoted appear to 
voice the general Bentiinent of the peo- 
ple upon the subjectao pertinent to their 
destiny. Annexation appears the quick- 
est, easiest and altogether least otjject-. 
ionable solution of the difficultiee which 
at the present hedge them about and 
prevent the natural and profitable devel- 
opment of their rich, although numeri- 
cally few, resources. The commercial 
feeling was fairly well expressed in an 
interview, by J. B, Atberton, head of the 
representative firm of Castle & Cooke. 
He said : 

"Yea, that's all right. We have re- 
ceived from our correspondents in the 
United .States the same intelligence in 
regard to the message to the senate, but 
from other sources. The efforts of our 
enemies have forced our friends to act 
sooner than we anticipated. If Hawaii 
ia annexed iu the ntixt few weeks as 
aeems more than likely, we can thank 
the sugar trust for it. I believe Presi- 
dent McKiiiley's action has been pre- 
cipitated by the hostility ol iSenator 
Nelaon ami others to the sugar trnsiand 
its schemee."

The 
claims commission is making as rapid 
progress as such an important arbitra- 
tion can, and the two commiaaionere, 
Justices King and Putnam, will sit at 
Halifax to hear the oral argument of 
eoiiusel for the two governments on the 
•_'i)lh of .\ugust next. The captain and 
crew of the schooner Beatrice have this 
week received full indemnity for their 
loases by reason of illegal arrest some 
years ago by one of the American revenue 
ctitters; and now there even seems to be 
a possibility of an early settlement of 
the loug standing claims against the 
KusBian government for the seizure of 
the Ariel and the Willie McGowan. 

Mr. A. R. Milne, G.M.G., collector of 
customs, has received a letter from the 
<lepartment of marine and lisheriea, 
Ottawa, stating that they had been in- 
formed by the Imperial government that 
all the papers iu connection with the 
claims were iu the hands of the British 
ambassador at St. Petersburg, and that 
the RuBsian authorities had intimated 
that they would take the matter up and 
investigate as to the amount of the com- 
|)enBation to be awarded. 

It was away back in 1892 that the 
two schooners were seized, with several 
others, by the Russian authorities; and 
although the government of that coun- 
try acknowledged that the Ariel and 
.McGowan were entitled to compensa- 
tion, it haa taken a long time to get 
them to move towards making a seti le- 
nient. The McGowan was, on July IS, 
1892, captured by the Russian cruiser 
/iabiaka 10 miles from the Copper 
islands, with 80 seals aboard ; and on 
July 28th of the same year the Ariel was 
captured by the same vessel, with 207 
ekuia aboard. 

JJoth Bdliooners were taken to Petro- 
polovski and afterwarda to Vladivoatock 
and condeiinied. The aame year the 
Vancouver lielle, Carmelite, Maria and 
Koaie Olsen were also seized and all tlie 
ftewB sent home to Victoria on the Roeie 
Oiscn. 

On an investigation by a commission 
-appointed by RuBSia it was found that 
the Willie McGowan and the Ariel had 
been outside the three-mile limit of the 
Hussian territorial waters, and Russia 
declared , herself as willing to compensate 
owners and crews for the seizure of tliese 
two vesselB. 

Claims amounting in all to about 
iflOtijOUO were sent in by the owners of 
the two vessels ; Mr. PI. Bishop, one of 
the owners, acting for the Ariel — which 
is principally owned in Nova Scotia — 
and Mr. SVilliaiii Moore of North Saan- 
icli for the Willie McGosvan— owned 
here. It ia hojied now that they are 
measurably within distance of receiving 
the conjpenaation after the long and 
tedious wait. 

Collector of Customs A. R. Milne haa 
almost completed tbe payments of com- 
pensation to those entitled to it on ac- 
udun£ of the illegal seiz^ure of the sealing 
schooner Beatrice. There are only three 
claims left to pay, one a member of the 
crew now in San Francisco, a second in 
Japan and a third in the Queen Char 
lolie Isiunda,
